Leather aud Moleskin. 


A few months since we directed atten- 


tion to tiiii subject, stating that some use* 
ful substitute for leather would be a moal 
valuable invention to the community,' ow-. 
ing to the scarcity and increasing price.— 
We notice in a late European exchange 
that prepared moleskin (thick cotton twill, 
with a nap) has been substituted to a largo 
extent in France for oalf-skin leather in the 
upper part of the shoes, and this has arrest- 
ed a further advance in the price of leather 
in tbat country. In our own markets, the 
price of leather has till now kept steadily 
increasing. The principal cause of this, 
we are told, has been a drain upon bides 
from our own markets to those of France, 
Germany and England. 
At present tho 


tide appears to begin to ebb as regards the 
price of sole leather, hut not of fine calf- 
skins, employed for the nppers of shoes, ' 
nor is it to be expected that the price will 
fall, as fbe demand for it is greater than 
the supply. 


We regret this, for the finer kinds of it 


have almost ceased to* be employed iu the 
manufacture of ladies' and children's gai- 
ters, buskin, &c. 
Sheepskin "leather, half 


tanned, thin as wrapping paper and almost 
as tender, has been used as a substitute for 
it, while coarse paper of a most wretched 
description is employed for inner soles. 


The uppers of foot clothing made of such 


material cannot withstand the action of 
water, rain penetrates nearly as ,freely as 
blotting paper, and, to use & common but 
appropriate term, "they have no wear in 
them." 
Some substitute for such material 


would be of great importance for the cheap 
shoes of children and youth, especially chil- 
dren. 


The employment of strong moleskin for 


this purpose, as has been done iu France, 
would bo an improvement, and we there- 
fore suggest its use ; it is cheap, light, and 
would prove more durable, we believe, than 
sheepskin leather.—Scientific American.

ARTIOtS XI. 


OP PUBLIC DEBTS. 


SECTIO* 1. The State mny contract debts, to 


•upply casual deficits or failures in revenues, 
or to iuc«t expense* not otherwise provided 
fur; but the aggregate amount of such debts 
direct and contingent, whether contracted by 
virtue of onu or more aots of the General As- 
sembly, or at different periods of time, shall 
never exceed seven huudred and fifty thousand 
dollars, and the money arising from the crea- 
tion of such debts shall be applied to the pur- 
pose for which it was obtained, or to repay the 
debts so contracted, and to no other purpose 
whatever. 


Sue. 2. In addition to the above limited 


power the State may contract debts to repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection, defend 
the 


State iu war, or to redeem the present out- 
standing indebtedness of the State : but the 
money arising from the contracting of such 
debts, shall be applied to the purpose for which 
it was raised, or to repay such debts, and to 
no other purpose whatever. 


SKC. 8. Except the debts above specified, in 


sections one and two of this article, no deht 
whatever shall be created by, or on behalf of 
the State. 


SEC. 4. Ts provide for the payment of tlia 


present debt, and any additional debt contract 
ed as aforesaid, the legislature shall, at its first 
session, after the adoption of this iimen-lment, 
create a sinking fund, which shall be sufficient 
to pay the accruing interest on such debt and 
annually to reduce the principal thereof'by a 
sum not less than two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars; which sinking fund shnll'cousist 
of the net annual income of the public works, 
from time to time, owned by the State, or the 
proceeds of the sale of the same, or nnv part 
thereof, and of the income or proceed* of s.ile 
of stocks owned by the State, together with 
other funds, or resourcs, thut may be de«ie- 
nated by law. 
The said i,inkin» fund may"be 


increased, from time to time. t>y aliening to 
it any part of the taxes or other revenues of 
the State, not required for the ordinnry nnd
